The selectmen shall annually assess 22 :2, laws 1909. 
upon the polls and ratable estate of 
the district a sum equal to the amounts 
determined by the district as prescribed 
in section 1, and shall pay over the same 
to the district treasurer. 

All moneys arising from the taxation p g 88:14. 
and licensing of dogs, remaining in the 
treasury of any town or city on the first 
day of April, annually, which is not due 
to holders of orders given for loss of or 
damages to domestic animals by dogs, 
shall be applied to the support of the 
public schools, and shall be assigned to 
the districts as other school money. 

Any school district may raise money 45, laws 1911. 
for the purchase of suitable vehicles for 
the transportation of school children. 

In the assessment of school-district P. S. 89:6. 
taxes, every person shall be taxed in the 
district in which he lives for his poll and 
his personal estate subject to taxation in 
town.

SCHOOL MONEY — STATE. 

All taxes collected by the state up- P. S. 88:9. 
on the deposits, stock, and attending 
accumulations of depositors and stock- 
holders of savings banks, trust com- 
panies, loan and trust companies, loan 
and banking companies, building and loan 
associations, and other similar corpora- 
tions, who do not reside in this state, or 
whose residence is unknown, shall be 
known as the '* literary fund.'* 

The state treasurer shall assign andP.S. 88:10. 
distribute, in November of each year, 
the literary fund among the towns and 
places in proportion to the number of 
scholars not less than five years of age 
who shall, by the last reports of the 
school boards returned to the superin- 
tendent of public instruction, appear to 
have attended the public schools in such 
towns and places not less than two weeks 
within that year. 

No unincorporated place shall receiver, s. 88:ii. 
its portion until a treasurer or school 
agent shall have been chosen to receive 
and appropriate the same as required by 
law. 

The portion of the literary fund so P. S. 88:12. 
received by any town or place shall be 
assigned to the districts as other school 
money, and shall be applied to the main- 
tenance of the public schools during the

current year; one fifth part thereof may 
be applied by the school board to the 
purchase of blackboards, dictionaries, 
maps, charts, and school apparatus. 

If any town or incorporated place or 
l^nalty for misuse ^he agent of any unincorporated place 

shall apply any money so received to any 
other purpose, the town, place, or agent 
so offending shall refund to the state 
treasury double the sum so misapplied. 

No appropriation of money provided 
for in sections 2 to 3 inclusive of this 
act shall be held to apply to towns hav- 
ing an equalized valuation of more than 
$9,500 per pupil of average attendance 
for the year preceding; or whose popula- 
tion by the last published federal census 
is more than 3,500; or whose schools 
have been maintained less than an aver- 
age of thirty weeks for the school year 
next preceding; or whose tax rate for 
school purposes is less than $3.40 on one 
thousand dollars of equalized valuation. 

There shall annually in the month of 
December be apportioned to all towns 
not excluded by the terms of section 1 
and as hereafter provided state money 
as follows: 

I. To all towns having an equalized 
valuation per pupil of average attend- 
ance of less than $3,500, the sum of $1.75 
per school week for every twenty-five 
pupils or major part thereof of average 
attendance for the year next preceding. 

H. To all towns having an equalized 
valuation per pupil of $3,500, or more 
and less than $4,500, $1.50.

''town'* wherever used in the statutes 
in connection with the government, ad- 
ministration, support, or improvement of 
the public schools shall be held to mean 
district. 

All districts legally organized shall be P. S. 89:2, as 
corporations, with power to sue and be fJ!J|^^iiSo9^^ ^^' 
sued, to hold and dispose of real and per- 
sonal property for the use of the schools 
therein, and to make necessary contracts 
in relation thereto. 

Each district may determine upon what p. s. 89:12. 
terms scholars from other districts or 
towns may be admitted into its schools. 
If the district neglects to make such de- 
termination, the school board may do it. 

Every district situate in two or more P. S. 89:13. 
towns shall be entitled to its just pro- 
portion of school taxes, income of school 
funds, literary fund, and dog tax in each 
town, according to the valuation of polls 
and property taxable therein. 

Any school district organized under P. S. 89 : 14. 
a special act of the legislature may, by 
a majority vote of the qualified voters 
present and voting at a legal meeting, 
dissolve its corporate existence and unite 
with the town district. 

In such case the town district so P- S. 89:15. 
formed shall forthwith take possession 
of the schoolhouses, lands, apparatus, and 
other property owned and used for school 
purposes by the district so dissolved 
which the district might lawfully sell or 
convey. 

The property so taken, and also like P- S. 89:16. 
property of the district to which the 
special district is united, shall be ap* 
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praised by the selectmen of the town, 
and at the next annual assessment a tax 
shall be levied upon the whole town dis- 
trict equal to the amount of the whole 
appraisal; and there shall be remitted to 
the taxpayers ot each district the ap- 
praised value of its property. 

If a district so dissolved is formed P. S. 89:17. 
of parts of two or more towns, an eq- 
uitable apportionment of its assets and 
liabilities between such parts shall be 
made by the selectmen of the towns in 
which they are situate, acting as a joint 
board, within sixty days after the disso- 
lution. 

If such joint board fail to make an p. s. 89:18. 
apportionment within the time limited 
therefor, any taxpayer within the dis- 
trict may apply by petition to a judge of 
the supreme court for the appointment 
of a referee to make the apportionment. 

The judge shall appoint a time and P. S. 89:19. 
place of hearing upon the petition, and 
order notice thereof to be given to all 
parties interested, and after hearing 
them he shall appoint a referee. 

The notice shall be served by posting p. s. 89:20. 
copies of the petition and order thereon 
in at least two public places in each of 
said parts, and by giving to the clerk of 
the dissolved district, and the clerk of 
each town district in which any part 
thereof is located, like copies ten days at 
least before the day of hearing. 

The referee shall cause notice of his P. S. 89 :2l. 
hearing to be given to all parties in- 
terested, in the same manner as is pro- 
vided in the preceding section. He shall 
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hear the partiee, make hk report in writ- 
ing, and file a eopj thereof with the 
el^k of the dissolved district and the 
elerk of each town interested; and the 
r^>ort, so made and filed, shall be final.

tionment, the selectmen shall assess upon 
that part of the district within their 
town the amount for which it is charged, 
and cause the same to be collected and 
paid to the town district in which the 
creditor part of the dissolved district 
is situated.

MEETINGS AND OFFICERS AND QUALIFIED

A meeting of every school district shall P. S. 90:1. 
be holden annually between the first day 
of March and the twentieth day of April, 
inclusive, for the choice of district officers 
and the transaction of other district busi- 
ness. 

A special meeting of a school district P- S. 90:2. 
shall be holden whenever, in the opinion

pupils may require. He shall report the 
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reBolts of his examination to the school 
board, who shall record the same, and 
they shall forthwith take such action 
thereon as in their judgment the public 
health or the health of the pupils de- 
mands. 

Every child who shows signs of be- 83:4, laws 
ing in ill health or of suffering from a ** ^^^* 
communicable disease, shall be referred 
by the teacher to the parents or guardian 
of such child for examination and diag- 
nosis by some regularly registered phy- 
sician and if said parents fail or neglect 
to have such child so examined, and pro- 
duce a certificate from such physician 
within two days, then such child shall be 
examined by said school physician. 

The school physician shall cause notice ®^-^'j^*^' 
of the disease or defects, if any, from 
which any child is found to be suffering 
to be sent to his parent or guardian. 
Whenever a child shows symptoms of 
smallpox, tuberculosis, diphtheria, in- 
fluenza, tonsilitis, whooping cough, 
mumps, scabies, or trachoma, or other 
conmiunicable disease, he shall be sent 
home immediately, or as soon as safe and 
proper conveyance can be found. 

The school physician shall cause every 83:6, laws

is suffering from defective sight or hear- 
ing or from any other disability or defect

its objects the purpose of caring or ob- 
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taining homes for dependent or neglected 
children. The court may, when the health 
or condition of the child shall require it, 
cause the child to be placed in a public 
hospital or institution for treatment for 
special care or in a private hospital or 
institution which will receive it for like 
purpose without charge. 

In any case wheie the court shall 125:14, Uws 
award a child to the care of any °* ^^^'^' 
association or individual in accordance 
with the provisions of this act, the child 
shall, unless otherwise ordered, become 
a ward and be subject to the guardian- 
ship of the association or individual to 
whose care it is committed. Such asso- 
ciation or individual shall have authority 
to place such child in a family home and 
may be made party to any proceedings 
for the legal adoption of the child, and 
may by its or his attorney or agent, ap- 
pear in any court where such proceed- 
ings are pending and assent to such adop- 
tion, and such assent shall be sufficient 
to authorise the court to enter the proper 
order or decree of adoption. Such guar- 
dianship shall not include the guardian- 
ship of any estate of the child. 

In the case of a delinquent child, 125:15, Uws 
the court may continue the hearing 
from time to time, and may commit the 
child to the care or custody of a proba- 
tion officer, and may allow said child to 
remain in its own home subject to the 
visitation of the probation officer; such 
child to report to the probation officer as 
often as may be required, and subject 
to be returned to the court for further 
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or other proceedings whenever such ac- 
tion may appear to be necessary; or the 
court may cause such child to be placed 
in a suitable family home, subject to 
the friendly supervision of a probation 
officer, and the further order of the 
court; or it may authorize the child to 
be boarded out in some suitable family 
home in case provision is made by volun- 
tary contribution or otherwise made for 
payment of the board of such child until 
a suitable provision is made for the child 
in a home without payment. In case 
the court shall find that any child brought 
before it for hearing for violation of 
any of the laws of this state, ought to 
be subjected to punishment therefor 
under the laws of this state, the court 
may order the said child to furnish suf- 
ficient sureties for his appearance at the 
next term of the superior court to be 
holden in the county wherein said child 
may be arraigned, and in default thereof 
the child may be committed to the State 
Industrial School, there to be kept until 
his case shall be disposed of by said 
superior court. 

No court shall commit a child under 125:16, laws 
seventeen years of age to a jail or ** 
police station, but if such child is un- 
able to give bail, it may be committed 
to the care of a probation officer or kept 
in some suitable institution provided by 
the state, outside the enclosure of any 
jail or police station. No child shall be 
sentenced to confinement to any insti- 
tution wherein adult convicts may be 
confined.

shall place them as far as practicable 
in the care and custody of some 
individual holding the same religious be- 
lief as the parents of said child, or with 
some association which is controlled by 
persons of like religious faith of the 
parents of the child. No child under the 
supervision of any state institution shall 
be denied the free exercise of the re- 
ligion of his parents nor the liberty of 
worshiping God according to the religion 
of his parents whether living or dead. 

Nothing in this act shall be con- ^^^j.-^®: ^'^^ 
strued to repeal any portion of the 
criminal law of this state nor to in any 
manner abridge the powers of the supe- 
rior court nor the right of appeal granted 
under law from orders and decrees of 
police and justice courts. 

This act shall be liberally con- 125 :19, laws

strued to the end that its purpose may 

be carried out to wit: that the care, cus- 
tody, and disposition of a child shall 
approximate as nearly as may be that 
which should be given by its parents, and 
in cases where it can properly be done, 
the child to be placed in an approved 
family home and become a member of the 
family by legal adoption or otherwise. 

Any officer who neglects to perform ^f^^g^j **^* 
any of the duties required of him ^ 
shall forfeit two hundred dollars for 
each offense. 

Whenever it is made to appear upon 47:5, lawa

females to School for any county, and after a proper hear-

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feeble-minded female of child-bearing age 
resident within said county, and who is 
not already in any almshouse, the indus- 
trial school, or the New Hampshire hos- 
pital, or supported by any town or 
county, is a fit subject for the New 
Hampshire School for Feeble-Minded 
Children, such judge may commit such 
child or feeble-minded ' female to said 
New Hampshire School for Feeble-Minded 
Children by an order of commitment di- 
rected to the trustees thereof, accom- 
panied by the certificate of two physi- 
cians who are graduates of some legally 
organized medical college and have prac- 
ticed three years in this state that such 
feeble-minded female is a suitable subject 
for said institution. WKenever, upon 
such application, there is occasion for the 
judge of probate to attend a hearing on 
days other than those fixed by statute as 
the regular days for the sitting of the 
probate court he shall be allowed five 

dollars a day for his services and his "^ 

expenses, which shall be paid by the 
county treasurer upon the certificate of 
the county commissioners. 

Feeble-minded persons shall be ad- 47:7, lawi 
mitted to the institution in the fol- 
lowing order: First, feeble-minded chil- 
dren now in public institutions supported 
entirely at public expense; second, th« 
feeble-minded children not supported as 
aforesaid; third, the feeble-minded chil- 
dren of the state not in any public in- 
stitution, who have no parents, kinsmen, 
or guardian able to provide for them, or 
persons who are committed by a judge 
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of probate; fourth, those residing within 
the state whose parents, kinsmen, or 
guardian bound by law to support such 
children are able to pay; fifth, children 
of other states whose parents or guar- 
dians are able and willing to pay. 

Whenever a minor under the age 155: 14, laws 
of seventeen years, shall be convicted 



of an offense punishable by imprison- 
ment, otherwise than for life, and 
shall be sentenced accordingly, the court 
or justice, upon application of the minor, 
his friends or the state's attorney, may 
order that instead of such imprisonment, 
the minor may be sent to and be kept 
employed and instructed at the Industrial 
School for such term, not extending be- 
yond the age of twenty-one years as the 
court or justice shall judge most for his 
true interest and benefit, provided he 
shall conduct himself according to the 
regulations of the school.
